Pn gives some interesting facts relative to the Pa- 
ris and London Press. He says that “ Of the Lon. 
don dailies, only re enjoy any considerable circ u- 
lation. These two are the Times aad the Daily 
News, the edition of the former of which, previous 


After \coving theae two, we de- 
ocend in the etale of numbers to less than five 
thousand, for the next largest in circulation is only 
about one-sixth that of the Times. The edition of 
each of the others varies from the number last 
mentioned down to one thonsand.” 

The above statement proves that our American 
papers are even ahead of the Exglish in circu- 
lation. The circulation of the Sur:, of New York, 
the Ledger, of thjs city, and the Sun, of Baltimore, 
(all daily papers,) must be at lee st equal to that of 
the Times. But there is great difference in the 
prices, the above American papers are “ penny,” 
or more properly one cent papers, being about 
$3.13 per asnum, while the price of the Times is 
over $31. 

The aggregate edition of the English daly press 
is computed not to exceed seventy thousand copies 

the aggregsie edition, of the American daily 
press, must be nearer seven Awn//e« thousand than 
seventy.
